Washington, Sept. 17. 

At three o’clock this evening, intelligence 
was received that since half-past five o'clock 
this morning, the fiercest and most san- 
guinary battle of the whole war has been 
in progress. All the corps d’armee which 
McClellan had taken with him to Frederick 
were massed at a point indicated, and an 
l engagement is believed to have been be- 
tween the whole of the two armies. There 
j is reason to suppose that the losses on each 
side are very great, as requisitions for med- 
cal stores, and arrangements for wounded 
men to be sent to ‘Roherville immediately, 
are larger than have ever been made at any 
time. 

Information has been received that Mc- 
Clellan destroyed an aqueduct at the mouth 
of Anticam creek and the bridge across 
that creek upon the road leading to Sh&rps- 
burg, thus cutting off the retreat of the 
rebels in the direction of Shepardstown. 
Later reports from Hagerstown state that 
this afternoon the rebels are retreating in 
great disorder, and subsequently a rapid 
firing was heard in the direction of Wil- 
liamsport, which induces the belief that 
McClellan has pursued the retreating rebels 
to that point, and that they made a stand 
there to cover their passage across the Po- 
tomac. 

Reconnoissances made by Col. Davis' 
Cavalry, who made a dashing foray to- 
wards Hanover Junction from Fredericks- 
burg, and are now under command of Heint- 
zelman, show that since Friday last the 
rebels have evacuated Leesburg, and that a 
force of ten thousand men, with 30 pieces 
of artillery and a supply train two miles in 
length, had gone in the direction of Har- 
per’s Ferry. 

Information has been received here, 
which, however, is not deemed altogether 
reliable, that a large rebel force is march- 
ing northward upon the other side of Bull 
Run Mountains. Measures have been 
promptly taken to ascertain the truth of 
the report. 

Gentlemen of this city who are convers- 
ant with the region about Sharpsburg, say 
the Potomac can be forded at Shepards- 
town, Anticam creek, Dam No. i, and Har- 
pers Ferry. 

A letter received to-night, from Lieuten- 
ant Russell, of the Ninety-Bixth Pennsyl- 
vania, states their loss at the battle of the 
pass of Blue Ridge to be one hundred and 
fifty. 

Mqjor Martin and Lieutenant Dougherty 
were killed.

Philadelphia, Sept. 17. 

A correspondent of the Inquirer, writing 
from Chambersburg, under date of yester- 
dzy, says: 

After the rout of the rebels from the 
passes of the South Mountain on Sunday, 
Gen. McClellan followed in rapid pursuit, 
in the direction of Boonsboro, toward 
which town the main body of the enemy 
lying immediately in front of him retreat- 
ed. They were re-enforeed by the columns 
of A. P. Hill, Generals Toombs and Long- 
street. The fight then became general 
below, or in the neighborhood of Boons- 
boro. The enemy held tenaciously to a 
position near that place. The town has 
been nearly burned down by shells. The 
battle lasted from daylight until three 
o'clock, when the rout of the rebels became 
general. McClellan closely pursued them, 
they retiring in the direction of Sharps- 
burg and Williamsport. The rout seems to 
be complete — so complete is it that our cav- 
alry from this point rode into Hagerstown 
last night not more than five hundred 
strong, with perfect impnnity. They cap- 
tured all the enemy’s medical stores, recap- 
tured a large quantity of flour, and took 
forty stragglers prisoners. The enemy 
had been pushed over ten miles at 
midnight, and the pursuit had been rap- 
idly continued. The roads along which 
they fled are represented as being literally 
strewn with their dead. They are said to 
have abandoned all their wagons and mu- 
nition trains, and will scarcely be able to 
preserve any of their cannon. A11 they 
oan do is to keep the bulk of their army 
from being utterly demoralized. Even 
this they may not succeed in doing. 

All reports agree that three prominent 
rebel Generals have been killed, but differ 
as to what their names are. I have tried to 
sift these reports, and am inclined to think 
they were Generals Harvey, Garland and 
Longstreet.

Harrisburg, Sept. 17 — Evening. 

Reports just come in state that the whole 
rebel army has been driven this way, and 
are retreating to Hagerstown. 

D. II. Hill was killed. 

Ten thousand Pennsylvania militia will 
meet the foe at Hagerstown to drive hack 
the invoderB of Pennsylvania. 

A severe engagement occurred yesterday 
betweeu our army and the rebels near 
Sharpsburg, in which the enemy was well 
thrashed, with terrific slaughter. Five 
hundred of their dead were buried by us 
as early as two a. m. to day, and the work 
is still going on. 

This morning the battle was recommenced 
near Gettysburg. Jackson joined Lee's 
forces at Antictam Creek, while our forces 
were re-entoroed by 30,000 men from Wash- 
ington. 

Jackson a re-enforcements to Lee are re- 
ported at forty thousand. Up to my last 
advices, victory illuminated our standards. 
An impression prevails at Hagerstown that 
the whole rebel army of Virginia is anni- 
hilated. Confidence prevails here, and the 
moBt enthusiastic admiration of McClellan 
and his army. We have, undoubtedly, won 
great and decisive victories, both yes- 
terday and to-day. Among our trophieB are 
whole batteries, and thousands of small 
arms and prisoners. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 18. 

A special dispatch dated Hagerstown, 
yesterday, to the Press, says of the fight on 
Tuesday: 

The battle raged with great spirit. The 
firing on either side was very heavy till 
towards sundown, when the rebels were 
flanked by Hooker and Porter, and severe- 
ly punished. Their Are became desultory 
: and it was evident their ammunition was 
giving out. This morning the battle was 
renewed by the rebels with renewed vigor, 
and they acted as if they had been re-en- 
forced and furnished with fresh ammuni- 
tion. 

The battle lasted till 4 o’clock this r. h., 
when the rebels retreated, leaving Leng- 
street and the remnent of his division in 
our hands as prisoners. The entire rebel 
army will be captured or killed. There 
was no chancs left for them to cross the 
Potomac, as the river is rising, and our 
troops are pushing them continually, and 
sending prisoners to the rear. 

It is reported here that Miles re-enacted

Monocact, Md , Sept. 17. — Jackson re- 
crossed the Potomac at Dam Ne. 4, to aid 
Longstreet. General A. P. llill is at Har- 
per's Ferry, and the indications are that 
the enemy are evacuating that place. Ru- 
mors say that we have taken Maryland 
Hights, and are planting cannon there, and 
that General Hose s brigade are 
marching on the Hights and planting ar- 
tillery commanding Harper's Ferry and 
protecting the pontoon bridge. The rail- 
road bridge lately built waa blown up this 
morning. Col. Miles' remains left there 
for Frederick, at 2 p. m., to-day. 

The paroled prisoners, numbering 8,000, 
are here. 

They are to march to Annapolis. Major 
J. J. Jones, of General Wool’s staff, is 
charged with their being forwarded. 

Washington, Sept. 17. 

Casey, commanding provisional brigades, 
is ordered to concentrate his command on 
the Virginia side of the Potomac, in a po- 
sition suitable for continuing the drill of 
instruction and discipline with which he is 
charged. 

Barry, in addition to duties, is inspector 
of artillery, and has been ordered to report 
to Banks as Chief of Artillery for defenses 
of Washington. 

HAnaisBvao, Pa., Sept. 17. 

In the battle to-day onr right wing rested 
on Sharpsburg, and our left this side of 
Antiturn Creek, near Peterstown. The 
rebels are falling back on Harper s Ferry, 
much worried and dispirited. The wounded 
are arriving at Hagerstown. 

The bridge reported destroyed by the 
Federal forces was the canal bridge at or 
near Williamsport. The destruction of this 
bridge is of great importance, as it impedes 
the rebels from bringing up supplies. 

Cincinhati, Sept. 18. 

The rebels commenced falling back yes- 
terday, and at last accounts were between 
Demossville and Falmouth, burning bridges 
on the Covington and Lexingtoa railroad. 

A scouting party of fifty-three of the 
Tenth Kentucky cavalry engaged one hun- 
dred rebels near Florence last night, aad 
killed five, wounded seven, and routed the 
remainder. Our lose van one killed and 
one wounded. 

General Wallace has been relieved of the 
commend of the forces here, and directed to 
report for duty at Columbus, Ohio. 

The command of troops here has been as- 
signed to General A. J. Smith. 

General Nelson has recovered and will 
command the troops at Louisville. 

Watertown, Sept. 18. 

The following private dispatch was re- 
ceived from Gen. Hooker. We are allowed 
to make it public: 

Oemlstlim. Sept. 18. — ToO. V. Bainard— 
A great battle has been fought and we 
were victorious. 1 had the honor to 
open it yesterday afternoon, and con- 
tinued it till one o’clock this morning, 
when I was wounded and compelled to 
quit the field.

The people illuminated 
their houses, the stars and stripes were 
thrown to the breeze, patriotic songs were 
sung, handkerchiefs were waved, houses 
which had been closed for days were 
thrown open, and officers and men 
were alike invited in, and the best 
the city could afford urged upon them, 
without money and without price. Gen. 
Burnside’s, passage through the streets was 
blocked up by citizens eager to thank and 
bless him as their “deliverer.” Ladies 
crowded about and insisted on kissing hi 9 
hands, and from the balconies of private 
residences he was showered with boquets 
of flowers. Old men and women shed tears 
of joy, and the young and middle aged

His (Garibaldi’s) war-cry is “Rome or 
death I” It is with this that he defies the 
authority of the patriot King of Italy, 
throws his country into confusion, checks 
its organization (which alas I had already 
been too muoh retarded), complicates its fi- 
nances, compromises its tature, risks the 
horrors of s dvirwar; and all this for what'.' 
To bring about a collision with the Empe- 
ror of the French — a collision which would 
inevitably entail tke ruin of Italy. No 
one mast be astonished if the good sense of 
Hungary prefers to wait until a moment 
when Austria shall be engaged, orin danger 
of being engaged, upon some point, or, at 
least, until European conjunctures present 
to Hungary the possibility of arming 
itself and ranging itself In battle. Every 
Italian patriot should rejoice at this de- 
termination. Better than any one I know 
how truly Hungary has resolved to profit 
by the first occasion which shall present 
itself for getting free from the Austrian 
domination.

Others who have shared his 
crime, but who eaunot plead the same set- 
eff against it, will not, it is to be hoped, 
meet with equal leniency. 4 Those members 
of the Italian Parliament who have forgot- 
ten their fidelity and their oaths — those 
foreigners who have joined in the attempt 
to stir np civil war in a country already 
sadly distracted by internal difficulties and 
foreign intrusions — should not be suffered 
te eseape seat free. It is to be regretted 
(hat a leeson cannot be given to those ill- 
judging Englishmen who suppliied money 
te Gsribaldi, thereby rendering themselves 
partly responsible for the loss of life that 
ms ensued, and for their hero's wounds 
and humiliation, and ftirnishing foreign- 
ers with a pretext for saying that England 
supports the cause of anarehy in Italy. 

Renolutionn of the New York Dem- 
ocratic) State Convention. 

The following are the reeolations in full 
adopted by the Democratic State Convention 

at Albany : 

M mol v ed, That the Democracy of New 
York, waiving the expression of their views 
upen questions net rendered imperative 
by the imperilled eeaditiem of their country, 
hereby declare: 

First, That they will continue to render 
the Government their united and sincere 
support in the use of all legitimate means 
to suppress the rebellion and to reetore the 
Union as it was, and maintain the Consti- 
tution as it is — believing that that sacred 
instrument, founded in wisdom by our 
fathers, clothes the constituted authority 
with foil power to accomplish such purpose. 

Second, That by the following resolution, 
unanimously passed by Congress in July, 
1861, the Government was pledged to the 
policy inculcated therein, and which can 
not be departed from without violation of 
publio faith, vit: 

Resolved, That the present deplorable 
civil war has been forced upon the country 
by the disunionists of the Southern States, 
now in arms against the Constitutional 
Government, and in arms around the Capi- 
tal; that in this national emergency, Con- 
gress, banishing all feelings of mere passion 
or resentment, will recollect only its duty 
to the whole country; that this war is not 
waged, on their part, is any spirit of op- 
pression or for any purpose of conquest or

The rebel officers, wherever they have | 
been, have treated the citizens with a great , 
deal of courtesy, but (bey have as generally ( 
forced upon them their worthless Confeder- , 
ate notes and scrip in exchange for pro- , 
visions or anything else they desired. The , 
merchants and others who had articles to 
sell, upon the rebel forces entering town , 
last Wednesday, elosed their places of busi- . 
ness and refused to sell their wares; Stuart | 
threatened to use force unless the stores 
were opened, and then the merchants 
concealed the bulk of their Btocks and , 
opened their doors. One of the largest ( 
harness- makers in town saved his stock by 
placing small lots at the houses of his 
friends, leaving in his store a small quanti- 
ty of tha most undesirable articles. At one 
store Col. Gordon (of the Charleston Mercu- 
ry, and formerly of New Bedford, Mass.,) 
called at a store, and insisted upon paying 
for goods he wanted ip Confederate notes. 
The merchant happened to be a man who 
did not hesitate to utter hiB Union senti- 
ments freely, and he told the gallant rebel 
that the Confederate notes were not worth 
the paper they were printed on. 

The Colonel, tn reply to this, asked: “And, 
pray, what may be your political senti- 
ments in regard to the present troubles?’’ 
Merchant. — I am a Union man, sir, and 
always intend to remain one. 

Colonrl. — Indeed! Are there many peo- 
ple like you here ? 

Merchant. — Yes, sir. We have voted 
on Secession, and this district gave three 
thousand majority for the Union. 

Colonei* — Y es, at the point of the bayo- 
net! 

Merchant. — No, sir; there were neither 
bayonets nor muskets to intimidate us. Ev- 
ery man was free to vote as he pleased. 

Colonel. — Then tee have been most damna- 
bly deceived. 

The merchant then wanted to know why 
the rebels wanted to disturb the peace of 
the State by coming here, to which the Col. 
again replied that they had been deceived 
— that ihey had received thousands of 
letters from Maryland stating that the 
people were oppressed by the Lincoln Gov- 
ernment, but that they (they rebel troops) 
had been treated , since their arrival here, d — d 
coolly, and “I feel like h — 11.” The above 
is from a highly respectable citizen of tbis 
place, and can be relied upon as trne. 

To-day this city presents a most brilliant 
appearance — the troops are everywhere 
greeted with cheers, the waving of flags 
| and handkerchiefs, as they pass along the 
> streets— stores and houses are thrown open 
— young ladies and misses throng the 
streets, wearing miniature flags, and one 
feels as he passes along that he is indeed a 
welcome visitor. 

Colonel E. Kimball, of the Ninth New 
York (Hawkins Zouaves; this morning re- 
ceived a private note notifying him that a 
certain house contained a number of rebel 
recruits. He visited the place and secured 
eleven of the rascals. Not less than a thou- 
sand rebel soldiers have been found con- 
cealed in cellars, barns, hay racks and gar- 
rets, and, for the most part, they are shoe- 
less, and a very forlorn looking set of men. 
The first of the cavalry are now in search 
of a body of five thousand rebels said to be 
concealed in a piece of woods near by. 

As I write there is firing in the direc- 
! lion of Fairview, a little town in the Ca- 
, toe tin Mountain, five miles distant. Gen. 

Burnside's force has gone in that direction.

Statements of a Rebel Deserter.

On Saturday night &n immense crowd 

assembled at tne theater. AH that part of 

the auditorium aet apart for white people 
was crowded at an early hour, so that stand- 
ing room could scarcely be obtained, when 
a number of privates of the Tenth Ohio 
occupied the negro gallery. Before the 6 rat 
act was over, that part of the house also 
became crowded ; and at the fall of the 
curtain some of the negroes left their seats 
and were passing through the crowd, when 
some eoldiers seized them and knocked 
them down. In ten minutes every negro 
had been badly beaten and ejected from the 
house, some of them being thrown entirely 
down the stairs, from the top to the bottom. 
As the last one disappeared, quietness was 
again restored. No alarm was visible in 
the lower part of the houso, and when the 
baud had finished their performances, the 
curtain rose, and the play proceeded with- 
out interruption. 

Leaving the theater, several members of 
the Tenth repaired to Smoky Row, where 
they soon came in contact with the Provost 
Guard. After considerable disturbance with 
them, they committed several depredations 
on houses in the neighborhood, which were 
finally brought to a close by a volley from 
the guard, severely wounding one of the 
disturbers in the leg, and enabling the 
guard to arrest others. 

On Sunday morning the soldiers resumed 
their attacks upon the negroes — this time 
displaying their pugnacious propensities 
especially against those negroes dressed in 
Federal uniform. On the square, Deputy Mar- 
shal Steele probably saved the life of a negro 
by advising him to take off his coat, when the 
soldiers around tore it to atoms, having 
previously knocked the negro down several 
times to make him take off his clothes. On 
Deadrick street they caught another negro 
in uniform, and literally stripped it off, 
leaving hi in to escape well covered with 
bruises and only partially covered with 
rags. Another negro in uniform was 
caught on Gray street. At ’their request, 
he very wisely took off his military coat, 
when the soldiers tore it in shreds and 
threw it on the street. Two or three other 
cases occurred during the afternoon, but no 
material damage was done. 
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affairs at Muafordville. We stated in yes- 
terday’s Evening News, on ft thebest author- 
i ity," -that Cel. Wilder had not surrendered. 

; News that seemed equally reliable was re- 
i eeived last night that the surrendef was 
made as we announced yesterday morning. 

But we put no faith in this last report — 
! do not believe it. Nearly forty-eight hours 
have elapsed sinee the event, if it did occur 
as stated. In that time there has been 
abundant opportunity for receiving cor- 
rect information with all the particu- 
lars; not only that, but there has been 
plenty of time for Col. Wilder and his 
command to have arrived here under 
parole. Or if not paroled, there has been 
abundant opportunity for the news to be 
sent down to Bowlinggreen and across the 
Country forty miles to Owensboro and 
Evansville, and thence by telegraph. 
There is something mysterious in tbe very 
impossibility of learning anything relating 
to this matter, or to Buell’s whereabouts 
and movements, which satisfies us that 
Col. Wilder is still in command there, and 
we shall not believe to the contrary till we 
have a certainty on which to build. 

But, surrendered or not, there is no ne- 
cessity for any alarm — anxiety we cannot 
help feeling, bnt nothing like alarm. 

Later. — It will be seen by dispatches 
from Indianapolis, that Adjutant Bl&wson. 
of the 17th Indiana Regiment, who escaped 
from Munfordville immediately after tbe 
surrender, has arrived in that city, and we 
presume ttiera is no longer any doubt that 
the rebels did sapture the garrison. 

Juvenile Thieves. — We learn from pri- 
vate watchman E. D. Wyatt, that a gang of 
ten or twelve boys between the ages of ten 
and fourteen years, have a rendezvous on 
TLird street, between Main and the river, 
in ihe rear of some of the stores, where 
they seem to sleep. He found ten of the 
gang last night, bnt by the time he had 
climbed a fence, they had all but three, es- 
caped over another fence. They had two 
or three bottles of whisky, one of which 
they had emptied. He found a lot of pic- 
tures from some dagurrean gallery. The 
three he arrested and put in jail. It is 
high time the House of Refuge was in 
operation, as the jail is no place for such 
offenders.

He then made the ex- 
cuse that he had no nails at hand, but would 
go and procure some; this they permitted 
him to do, when he seized the opportunity 
and made his escape, walking the entire 
distance to Covington. He also states that 
they were engaged in running off all the 
horses they could find, and helping them- 
selves to things generally. His statement 
is corroborated by a number of others, 
refugees from the same quarter. The rebel 
troopers, as a general thing, are overbear- 
ing and insulting to the last degree. They 
still express a determination to visit Cin- 
cinnati, and reduce it to a heap of ruins.

bark enveloped by a water-spout, which 
carried away most of her canvas, top-mast, 
top-gallant mast, and fore-yard. There 
was a heavy sea on. The water-spout was 
tunnel-shaped, looked to be about thirty 
feet in diameter, and was about thirty feet 
from the water when it struck the bark’s 
rigging. 

The Southern Indians. — Santa Fe mails 
to the 5th inst., bring news that there are 
serious apprehensions of appro&chiug diffi- 
culties with the Indian tribes of that coun- 
try.

Major Sherburn, of Wadsworth s staff, 
has examined a number of State prisoners 
in the old capitol, preparatory to a final 
decision in their cases About a do ten 
prisoners of war will he released on taking 
the oath of allegiance. They were mostly 
residents of New Orleans, and intelligent 
men. 

In accordance with the orders of Oen. 
Banks, Major Busier is transferring the 
deserters and stragglers arrested by his 
guards to the convalesoent camp near Alex- 
andria county. 

Indianapolis, 3ept. 18. 

Adjutant Slawson, of the Seventeenth 
Indiana regiment, who escaped from Mun- 
fordville immediately after the surrender, 
reached here this evening. He reports the 
garrison numbering between four and fire 
thousand, composed of a detachment of the 
Seventeenth Indiana, and the Fiftieth, Six- 
tieth, Sixty -Be venth, Sixty-eighth, and 
Eighty-ninth Indiana regiments, one com- 
pany of Indiana cavalry, and ten pieces of 
artillery. The surrender was made on 
Wednesday morning, the garrison being 
completely surrounded by Bragg's forces, 
estimated at thirty thousand. The number 
of killed and wounded on our side does not 
exceed fifty. The rebels acknowledge the 
loss of seven huudred killed on Sunday.

Tuesday Evening, Sept. 16, b 
Via Frkbkrick, 3«pt. 18. j 

During the Afternoon information was 
received at headquarters showing that the 
enemy was recrossing the river, and con- 
centrating hia forces on the ridge of hills 
outside of the town of Sharpsburg, within 
three miles of the main body of our army. 

Jacksou left Harper a Perry this morn- 
ing, his troops beginning to arrive this 
afternoon. W hen it became evident that Lee 
was disposed to engage our forces in battle 
at this point, McClellan sent for Franklin’s 
corps and Couch's division, who were seven 
miles distant on the other side of Elk Ridge. 
Considerable artillery firing was heard 
during the day on both sides, resulting in 
a loss to ns of forty killed and wounded. The 
disposition of the troops for the impending 
battle is as follows: 

Sumners corps with Banks' division oc- 
cupy the center, Hooker's corps with Penn- 
sylvania Reserves and Franklin s corps on 
theright; Porter and Burnside on the ex- 
treme left, with a view of turning the ene- 
my s right tiank. I’leasantoD supported 
the center with twenty-five thousand 
cavalry, and four batteries. Hooker, in 
the afternoon, crossed tho Antiotum 
Creek, and took pos}ton on the hilla facing 
Sharpsburg, three miles to the right of 
Keysville. His troops got into action at 
dusk. The battle lasted two hours, during 
which the enemy were driven half a mile, 
with considerable loss. 

Reno s reserves, in front, suffered much. 
The night was occupied in getting the troops 
into their respective positions, while ammu- 
nition trains and ambulances were forward- 
ed to the different commands. 

Sept. 17. — This has been an eventful day 
in the history of the rebellion. A battle
